lic trial. He went on to say that be 
nad troubied neither the committee nor the wit- 
nexses by harassing cross-examipaiioa. H- then 
out ined his defense by saying trat he would meet 
the evidence developed during the trial by dividing 
it into hearsay evidence, admitted to be suca, aid 
into pos tive testimeny. He furtoer stated tiuat 
ne would endeavor to vindicate himseif 
from suc: aspersions as had been thrown upon him 
and that he wou'd maxe an effort to suo the ani- 
mus which incited and directed the prosecution; 
that he would introduce no hears«y evidence aud 
would try to show tnat hie nervous and exciied 
manners were due to iotaliy different causes than 
the one assigned. He began tue rebuttal of evi- 
deuce already taken by claiming that he testi- 
mony of the first witness, Mr. J. N. Miller,’ wa; 
invalid on account of the incapacity of Mr. Miiler’s 
gon, from whom tne witoess claimed to have re- 
ceived his in urmation as to Mr. Morgan's habits, 
to give valid testimony.

THE GAs QUESTION. 
A resolution adopted by the directors of the 


St. Louis Gas Company ordering a reduction 
in the price of gas can be rescinded at any 
subsequent meeting. As a guarantee, it docs 
not amount to a hill ot beans.” If the Mayor 
vetoes the Water Gas bill with no better in- 
ducement from the old monopoly than that, he 
merely throws the question back into the 
hands of the g@funicipal Assembly to give the 
eld concern “another whack” at that body, 

But if the return of the bill te the House of 

Delegates is to result in the tender of a binding 
proposition from the St, Louis Gas Light Com- 
pany to give us gas south of Washing- 
ton avenue at $1 50 until 1890, in return fora 
twenty-year franchise to sell gas thereafter 
at $1 25, that would be a tender of relief worth 
considering, and the Mayor would do well to 
give the Assembly an opportunity to pass upon 
a proposition so valuable. If his voto is to be 
followed by a proposition which insures imme- 
diate relief to the amount of over $2,000,000 in 
the cost of gas between now and 1800, he will 
not have used the veto power in vain. He will 
simply have given the Assembly an opportun- 
ity to reconsider the Water Gas bill in connec- 
tion with a competing bid. A bill which gives 
us no safe guarantee of competition prior to 
1800 and offers us practically nothing in return 
for a 81 25 franchise after that date, should not 
be allowed to shut out an offer of $2,000,000 to 
gas consumers for a $1.25 franchise after 1800, 
if the Mayor can prevent such a mishap. 
The Water Gas bill passed with a two-thirds 
vote in both houses of the Assembly. The 
same vote can pass it over the vetoif there is 
no better propesition in sight when the recon- 
sideration is rendered possible by the veto. 
No body can blame the Mayor if he uses the 
opportunity to secure an immediate relief from 
the old monopoly that cannot be obtained from 
any other source, It was the hope of obtain- 
ing such relief that made the Water Gas bill 
so strong in the Assembly and before the peo- 
ple. Unless the competing bid from the St. 
Louis Company shall be a better one, why 
should not the Mayor trust the Assembly to 
reject it and pass the Water Gas bill over his 
veto? Why should be fear to reopen the 
bidding with his veto? Whatright has he to 
assume that either house of the Assembly can 
be bribed to kill the Water Gas bill without 
passing a better one to insure the relief de- 
manded by the people?

The majority of the Liberals over the Tories 
is nearly as large as the entire vote of the 
Parnellites elect.

Ground down to starvation wages by a combination 
of ali the mine-owners, they finally resisted 
further reduction by striking. Imported laborers 
were put in their piuces. All the stores where they 
Lave been in the habit of trading are in the posses- 


sion of the coal companies. Denied credit there, 


they have none elsewnere, Their labor is prefer- 


abietothat of the imported machines, but the 


laiter are used to fill ju the gap and vompel the 
strikers to accept the terms offered them. The 
struggle is an upequai one. It invoives on the side 
of the workingman hunger, beggary, privation and 
suffernmg even more bitter tban any be bas yet 
experievced, but if ne can win in tle ead he and 
nis w.fe and caidrea can afford to be patient in 
disiress, to gua a crust, to seek alms in the street. 
hey have some of the old spirit of liberty in them 
and they can make sacrifices if taereby they can 
maintain the contest, in the meantime the cheap 
labor imported by their empivyers to crush them, 
budding itseif in cab.ns, living oo refuse, keeps 
the mines open and supplies the market.

A Talk With the Operator Who 
Brought On the Fight, 


tion at the Mines—The Cause of the 
Trouble—Attack on the Stockade— 
Labor Commissioner Kochtitzky 
Mysteriously Missing. 


Mr. L. J. Loomis, of the firm of Loomis & 
dnlvely. proprietors of the Loomis Mines at Bevier, 
Mo., registered at the Lindell last night To a 
Post-DisPatos reporter this moraing Mr. Loomis 
said; es, I believe that most of the trouble 
with the miners at Bevier is laid at the door of our 
firm, but I am confident that when the public 
thoroughly understand; the situation and the va- 
rious Causes which led to it, our course will be ap- 


plauded as identical with that which would have 
been pursued by any other with 
the courage of their copvictions, un- 
der similiar circumata noes. iy last 
spring the operators on the Hannibal and St. Joe 

ad determined u a reduction of 1244 per 
gent in the wages of the miners in their enploy. 
This eut was refused by the men. We then offered 
to subinit the question to arbitration, agreeing to 
accepi the State Commissioner ot Lavor >tatiatics as 
the third party, and again the miwers refused. In 
thy meantime, my father had received word from 
our superintendent in Iowa that be could furnigy 
us wan 300 or 400 colored miners should we stand 
in ned ot them T.e Bevier miners beard of it, 
and at ope of their meetings poohoed the report 
as a bluff and sent us word that 
the country had been scoured fer 
men; that we couldn't get any, and that siuce they 
were masters of the situation they woud not accept 
anything s ort of the old wages. We then sent on 
to lowa for tae — and put about 4/0 of them 
to work. The darkies were employed at wages 10 
Der cent under cut wages offered the miners. The 
darkies were satisfied and so were we, Such of the 
old men as could get work accepted it eagerly and 
for awuile tae matter ended. 

N TRR NEGROES - 
behaved themselves weil, nade preparations to 
build homes and gradu+lly won the sympathy of 
the farmers aud citizens. Our mines were run 
right along and our men had steady em- 
ployment. A great many of tue other mines 
sau, down a sort time ago and the white 
miners who were thrown out of work soon became 
dissatisfied at the situation of affa rs. It angered 
them to vee tke darkies worki along without 
interruption and finally they determined to raise a 
disturbance and Create popu.ar prejudice against 
tue coiored men. Ou tue day before Taanksgiving, 
Wituout any previous waruiuz, a crowa of white 
meu drove @ co ored boy into acorner and disarmed 
a deputy suer. i? who endeavored to defend him, A 
few hours later ten of our vegro mule drivers were 
attagued and stoned by the same mob. 
Two of the men were knocked off of 
tier mules and two at ners received 
severe injuries, The crowd then went up 
ihe street. and shot down a litt.e negro in our em- 
ploy Who was sell Knows and liked in Macon 
County. The man died in half an hour. Our min-s 
were hext aitacaed, and about twenty shots fired 
into our steckaae. Of course we returned the fire. 
] believe two White men were killed, Not a singe 
colored mau was hurt after entering the stocaady. 
Alter tac kiling of tne two wen the firing closed 
for thatday. Tue follow.ug morning it opened 
eariy, aud was up unt about noon. No one was 
burt behind the stockade. I don't know how the 
Otner side fared. Ie next day some twenty wuites 
took Up a position beumd a barn withi: easy range 
of (he s.ockade, and Opeaed up on ua again. Col. 
Clare, WHO COmmM sided our boys, told then not to 
fire until they were sure of tue enemy's position, 
and then give them tiie iead without hes. ta lob. ihe 
white ruauers gave Us auoiber [usilade, aud when 
it ceased a voley fiom the stockade followed. 
whicu effectuuliy sdenced them.”

THE GAs QUESTION, 
A resolution adopted by the directors of the 


St. Louis Gas Company ordering a reduction 
in the price of gas can be rescinded at any 
subsequent meeting. As a guarantee, it does 
not amount to a hill of beans.” If the Mayor 
vetoes the Water Gas bill with no better in- 
dueement from the old monopoly than that, he 
merely throws the question back into the 


hands of the Iunicipal Assembly to give the 
old concern another whack” at that body. 

But if the return of the bill to the House of 
Delegates is to result in the tender of a binding 
proposition from the St. Teuis Gas Light Com- 
pany to give us gas south of Washing- 
ton avenue at $1 50 until 1890, in return fora 
twenty-year franchise to sell gas thereafter 
at $1 25, that would be a tender of relief worth 
considering, and the Mayor would do well to 
give the Assembly an opportunity to pass upon 
a proposition so valuable.. If his veto is to be 
followed by a proposition which insures imme- 
diate relief to the amount of over $2,000,000 in 
the cost of gas between now and 1800, he will 
not have used the veto power in vain. He will 
simply have given the Assembly an opportun- 
ity to reconsider the Water Gas bill in connec- 
tion with a competing bid. A bill which gives 
us no safe guarantee of competition prior to 
1890 and offers us practically nothing in return 
for a 81 25 franchise after that date, should not 
be allowed to shut out an offer of $2,000,000 to 
gas consumers for a $1.25 franchise after 1890, 
if the Mayor can prevent such a mishap. 1 

The Water Gas bill passed with a two-thirds 
vote in both houses of the Assembly. The 
same vote can pass it over the vetoif there is 
no better proposition in sight when the recon- 
sideration is rendered possible by the veto. 
No body can blame the Mayor if he uses the 
opportunity to secure an immediate relief from 
the old monopoly that cannot be obtained from 
any other source, It was the hope of obtain- 
ing such relief that made the Water Gas bill 
so strong in the Assembly and before the peo- 
ple. Unless the competing bid from the St. 
Louis Company shall be a better one, why 
should not the Mayor trust the Assembly to 
reject it and pass the Water Gas bill over his 
veto! Why should he fear to reopen the 
bidding with his veto? Whatright has he to 
assume that either house of the Assembly can 
be bribed to kill the Water Gas bill without 
passing a better one to insure the relief de- 
manded by the people? 

— — 

The majority of the Liberals over the Tories 
is nearly as large as the entire vote of the 
Parnellites elect. If Mr. GLADSTONE were 
Prime Minister now, ho could form a coalition 
with the Parneliites to pass a Home Rule 
measure, with the aid of their 86 votes, even if 
75 of Mr. GLapsTone’s 334 Liberals should 
join a solid Tory opposition to it. And there is 
no ceriainty of a solid Tory opposition to such 
a measure. But the fact that Lord SALISBURY 
is still Prime Minister gives hima powerful 
gripon the situation. He can retain office 
until some vote in Parliament shows an ad- 
verse majority on some vital question. If this 
vote should be on the Home Rule question, he 
can dissolve Parliament on the ground that the 
recent election gave no certain mandate on 
that question, and that an appeal to the people 
for more direct and explicit instruction on the 
subject is necessary. This would force a new 
election, with the Home Rule question as the 
leading issue, and neither Liberals nor Parnell- 
ites wish to incur the expenses and risks of 
such a second contest now. How they can 
head off SALISBURY and prevent a dissolution 
is now the important question. To move a 
vote of want of confidence in the existing 
Ministry at the very outset is the obvious pro- 
ceeding, but there must be some sort of general 
agreement between Liberals and Parnellites 
before even that expedient can be relied on. 
Without such agreement the Parnellites can 
give the Ministers a small majority until the 
tug of war on Home Rule comes, and it really 
seems to be in Mr, PARNELL’S power to obtain 
a strong measure of Home Rule for Ireland, 
with the assistance of all the Liberals except 
the extreme Whig element of the party.

Events and changes follow each other so 
rapidly in the record of the gas situation that 
it is dangerous to indulge in any speculations, 
or even to comment on a situation which may 
have wholly disappeared with the day, There 
is a general impression that Mayor Francis 
will veto the water gas ordinance, and this 
general impression is an admission that he 
ought to veto it. Although the gas question as 
a general proposition had been before the public 
for months and even years, the gas question in 
the shape in which it went through the Council 
had not been before the people at all. The 
action of the Council was unduly hurried. The 
record of the Council proceedings shows that, 
Since then the Supreme Court decisions have 
dispelled the lingering idea that the monopoly 
of the St. Louis Company could be shaken. 
T hese are quite sufficient reasons for further 
delay before giving away the very valuable 
franchise conveyed by the ordinance.

White Slavery. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

The disturbauceg vow taking place in Western 
Pennsyivania are the direct result of the inhuman 
selfishness of capital, tue barbarous hoggishaess ot 
monopoly and the crue! recklessness of corpora- 
tions controlling slave labor. The miners who 
hu ve engaged io these outbreaks make no defense, 
but the dispatenes exblain their desperation by the 
sentence: Their families are starving. 

How can they be starving in a country where 
there is too much of everything, where warehouses 
are full aud barns are bursting? Easy enough. 
Ground down to starvation wages by a combination 
of ali the mine-owners, they finally resisted 
further reduction by striking. Imported laborers 
were put in their places. All the stores where they 
Lave been in the habit of trading are in the posses- 
sion of the coal companies. Denied credit there, 
they have none elsewhere, Their labor is prefer- 
abe tothat of the imported machines, but the 
latter are used to fill ju the gap and vompel the 
strikers to accept the terms offered them. The 
siruggle is an upequai one. It involves on the side 
of the workingman uunger, beggary, privation aud 
sufferng even more bitter than any be bas yet 
experievced, but if ne can win in tle ead he and 
nis wife and cuidrea can afford to be patient in 
disiress, to gaaw a crust, to seek aims in the street. 
hey have some of the old spirit of liberty in them 
and tbey can make sacrifices if taereby they can 
maintain the contest, in the meantime the cheap 
iabor imported by their empivyers to crush them, 
budding itseif in cab.ns, living oo refuse, keeps 
the mines open and supplies the market.

Mr. L. J. Loomis, of the firm of Loomis & 
bnively, proprietors of the Loomis Mines at Bevier, 


Mo., registered at the Linduli last night. To a 


Fosr-Duraron reporter this morning Mr. Loomis 
said; es, I believe that most of the trouble 
with the miners at Bevier is laid at the door of our 
firm, but I am confident that when the public 
thoroughly understand; the situation and the va- 
rious Causes which led to it, our course will be ap- 


plauded as identical with that which would have 
been pursued by any other with 
the courage of their convictions, UD» 
der similar circumstances. iy 
spring the operators on the Hannibal and St. Joe 
Road determined upon a reduction of 12}4 per 
Centin the wages of the miners in their enploy. 
This eut was refused by the men. We then offered 
to subinit the question to arbitration, agreeing to 
accept the State Commissioner of Labor >tatiatics as 
the third party, and ca the miners refused. In 
they meantime, my father had received word from 
our superintendent in Iowa that be could furnigy 
us witu 320 or 400 colored miners should we stand 
in neu of them Tue Bevier miners beard of it, 
and at one of their meetings poohoed the report 
as @ and us word § that 
the couutry had been scoured for 
men; that we couldn't get any, and that siuce they 
were masters of the situation they woud not accept 
anything s ort of the old wages. We then sent ou 
to lowa for tae negroes and put about 40 of them 
to work. The darkies were employed at wages 10 
Der cent under cut wages offered the miners. The 
darkies Were satisfied and so were we, Such of the 
old men as could get work accepted it eagerly aud 
for awulle the matter ended. 

N TAE NEGROES 
behaved themselves well, wade preparations to 
build homes and graduslly won the sympathy of 
the farmers and citizens. Our mines were run 
right along and our men had steady em- 
ployment. A great many of tue other mines 
saut down a stort time ago and the white 
miners who were thrown out of work soon became 
dissatisfied at the situation of affa rs. It angered 
them t see tue darkies working along without 
interruption and finally they determined to raise a 
disturbauce and Create popu.ar prejudice against 
tue coiored meu. Ou tue day before Tuanksziving, 
wituout any previous waruiaz, a crowa of white 
men drove a co ored boy into acorner and disarmed 
a deputy suer.if who endeavored to defend him. A 
few hours later ten of our vegro mule drivers were 
attagued aud stoned by the same mob, 
Two of the men were knocked off of 
taer -mules and two at uers received 
severe injuries. [The crowd tunen went up 
ihe street. aud shot down a litt.e negro ia our em- 
ploy who was well Known and liked in Macon 
County. The man died in half ao hour. Our min-s 
were next aitacsed. and about twenty shots fired 
into our stockade. Of course we returned the fire. 
1 believe two White men were killed, Not a siogie 
colored mau was hurt after entering the stocaady. 
Alter tue killing of tne two wen the firing closed 
for that day. Tue follow.ug morning it opened 
eariy, and was up until about noon. No one was 
uurt behind the stockade, I don't know how the 
Otuer side fared. Ie wext day some twenty wuites 
took Up a position beumd a barn witul easy range 
of (he s.ockaue, aud Opeaed up on ua again. Col. 
Clarg, WHO COmmM aided our boys, told then not to 
fire until hey were sure of tue enemy's position, 
and then give them tiie iead without bes.ta,iov. ihe 
wile ruuuers gave Us auoiber fusilade, and when 
it ceased a voley fiom the stockade foliowed. 
whicu effeetuuliy silenced them.”

Suouid 
we acvept any conditions from the other side it 
would piace us in tae .igat of transgressors before 
the public, aud we want it clearly uaderstood tua

VANDERSILT’S TOMB. 


Pinkerton’s Deteciives Guarding the Re- 
mains Azaiust Buody-Saaichers. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Visraros, 

New Yors, December 14.—A oud “‘halioo” atthe 
iron barred gate of the oid Moravian Cemetery in 
New Dorp, Staten Island, as: night, brought back 
an answering cali from the vicinity of tue vauit 
wuereia ies the body of Wm. H. Vanderbilt. The 
vauit is nid from the sight of any one at the gate 
by a large pine-crested mound. In a moment, 
thougu, a form appeared around the base of the 
mound, looking huge aud strange through the 
heavy rain which feil. As it drew nearer the gate 
the form was reduced in size until the gruff voice 
was heard to come from a medium-sized man 
wrapped ina rubber ceat, hat and boots. When 
he reached the gate, he asked: “What do 
you want?“ The face of the caller was scanned 
through the bars, and he was then invited inside. 
At the vault entrance another manu was standing, 
dressed like the firat. Both were Pinkerton's de- 
tectives, who are on guard to keep Vanderbi:li's 
body from being stolen. Toney had been walking 
up aud down before the vault for several hours 
and expected the relief soon. They said nothing 
vad occured during the day. Any o her informa 
tion would have to come from Captain Cleary. w.so 
was io a farm house near the rairoad. With him 
were the rest of ibe decectives. 

Captan Cleary is well-built, about 5 feet 11 
inc es in heigat and wears a laroe mustache and 
uuperial. e said: “The only persons 
whe were around the cemetery to day 
were those who attended the funeral 
of a Brooklyn man. who was buried near the vauit. 
It has r ined all day and the men gre obl.ged to 
st.nd out in the wet during their time of duty. Lo- 
morrow two sentinel boxes will be put up on the 
drive way, each side oi the vauit, from which the 
guards can see in ail directions wituout goug out 
into the storm.”

Prince 
Achmet and Ismail, the sons of Ibrahim Pasha, 
were the nextin the line of succession, Ach- 
met, the eldest, according to the Koranic law, 
being the heir apparent to the throne. 

On the 12th of January Said gave a grand 
fete at Alexandria, to which the two brothers 
were inviied, Ismail was ill and could not at- 
tend. After the festivities, a special train 
carrying Princes Achmet and Halim left Alex- 
andria returning to Cairo. On went the special, 
flashing through the darkness of the night with 
lightning speed; it reached Kafr-el-Azzayat, 
the midway station, where the Nile is spanned 
by a magnificent draw-bridge. The train 
thundered along, passed upon the bridge un- 
warned, and then—a whistle of danger, enough 
to startle the royal inmates. Hali u, agile asa 
cat, leaped from the open door in the river, as 
the carriages, one upon the other, toppled into 
the abyss iffty feet below, Halim swam ashore 
in safety, but the burley, obese Achmet, un- 
able to follow, was lost in the wreck, The 
friends of Prince Achmet and other wicked 
people in Cairo basely insinuated that if Prince 
ismail had been upon the train the accident 
not happened. Be this asit may Ismail could 
not close his mind, naturally sensitive to 
superstitious influences, to the fact that his 
brother's funeral day, and his consequent suc- 
cession as the heir apparant fell upon the 
lon 13th of the month. It was an omen 
of ev 

Ismail. as if led by the hand of some dnemo 
fate, came to power on the 13th. He had a 
burst of splendor in the fetes which he organ- 


‘| ized to celebrate the opening of the Suez canal. 


The eyes of the world were u the prodigal 
prince who had invited all 1 to — 
ot hospitality such as the world had never sean, 
and which outrivaled the splendor of the calphs 
The Suez canal rnined Egypt and ruined 
Ismail. From this moment Egypt became a 
mere land-transit where once zs had been a 
great entrepot of trade; it made her also the 
center of the rivalries of Europe, a point where 
the battles of the future are to be fought. 

Ismail, drunk with the dream of empire 
which had been instilled into him by associa- 
tion with his royal cousins, set out upon a sys- 
tem of costly explorations and prodigal expend- 
itures which could be maintained only by a 
resort to usurious loans contracted through 
Greek, Armenian and Jewish agents at inter- 
est which aggregated 40 per cent, 

In 1876 the State was practically bankrupt, 
in the interest of pt, as well as the creditors, 
Europe instituted a financial control. 
it was discovered, found means to divert from 
the public caisse the sum of 64.000, 000 and 
this fact was cunfirmed by the minister of fin- 
ance himself, who made no secret of his active 
opposition to European interference, Ismail Sa- 
dy Pasha, familiarly known as the mouffetich 
(minister of floance), from a humble fellah, 
without education, but by sheer force of re- 
markable financial ability had risen from the 
peasant’s hut to the palace. Charged with the 
collection of rents, cruel exactlons and 
ferocious nature had made him a terror to the 
simple le whom he knew better than 
another, As mouffetich he was as relentless as 
the mudir; it was the courbatch 
eourbatch, which brought the ry 
utary to terms. The mouffetich was, in fact, 
indis ble to Ismail; he was his alter ego. 
Like his master, he had amassed great wealth, 
but, unlike the ive, his wealth was cunu- 
lative, whilst the former’s was subjected to ex- 
pies which threatened him with ruin.

Whilst the re, council was in session on 
the 10th the Khedive sent for Sadyk Pasha and 
invited him to drive. The ex-minister’s delight 
was beyond expression. Never before had a 
retiring minister been treated with such mark 
of distinguished favor. The Cairene public, 
always greedy of rumorscould not interpret 
the unusual spectacle of a fallen minister en 
tete a tete with his master. Visions of the 
fawning and faithless who had deserted him 
the day before, who on the morrow would 

ain crook their knees, came up before him 
who stood t gain in the sunshine of royal favor. 
From these pleasant reveries Sadyk was 
awakened by their arrival at the palace of 
Ghezireh, The Khedive descended from the 
carria m ee under ga 8 returnin 
speedily, left his companion and disappea 
within the portals of the palace. At the same 
moment a guard of twenty men (Cawas) in 
charge of a choreish (sergeant) advanced and 
surrounded him, and the officer cried: ‘‘Sur- 
render, Sadyk Pasha, you are a prisoner to the 
State!” The rude awakening from the bright 
dream of a moment before left him stunned 
with stupefaction, and mechanically he obeyed 
the order to enter the palace, He understood 
it then, the proposition he had made 
to the Khedive was the arm with which 
his Tuin was to be wrought. In that moment he 
cursed with bitterness hia own stupidity in 
placing himself hopelessly in the hands of a 
man to whom of all others he had been faithful 
and of whose sincerity he had never had reason 
to question, He was the scapegoat, and there 
was no help far it. In vain he protested to the 
prefect of police who was present that he wasa 
muchir (fieid marshal), and as such could only 
be deprived of his liberty by an order trom the 
Sultan. To these and other protestations the 
only reply made was: 

„Constantinople is far; the Khedive is near, 
Await, Sadyk, the action of the privy council, 
So says the effendinah.“ 

What was the action of the privy council? On 
the 15th of November there appeared in the 
Moniteur Egyptien the following official an- 
nouncement; 

The ex-Minister of Finance, Ismail Sadyk 
Pasha, has sought to organize a plot against 
his Highness the Khedive by exciting the relig- 
ious sentiments of the native population 
— the scheme proposed by Messrs. 

chen and Joubert, e has also accused the 
Khedive of selling Egypt to the Christians,and 
taken the attitude of defender of the religion 
of the country, facta, revealed by the 
Inspectors-General of the provinces and by the

A few days later a circular was sent to the 
Consuls General announcing the death of the 
ex-Minister at Dongola, to which was attached 
a proces-verbal trom the Governor of the prov- 
ince declaring that Sadyk nad died from an 
excess of grief and ot cognac. In official cir- 
cles, however, and among those who affected to 
know whereof they spoke, it was said that the 
ex-Minister was takey on board of a steamer 
ostensibly to be conveyed to la. but that 
before the palace wharf was quitted a fearful

: Henry Clay and the Wine. 


A Southern reader of the Courier-Journal 
sends a story at the eaense of Henry Clay, 
which, though it be not new, is none the less 
readable, In point of fact, all these old things 
are new to a very wide range of readers, and 
in such cases the older they are the newer they 
are, The story is as follows: 

At the Swiss settlement of Vevay, Ind., the 
grape is extensively cultivated, and a very 
respectable wine called Constantia, after a 
Cape wine of that name, which it resembles in 
taste, is manufactured.

In crossing the Alleghanies, fearfu 
that it would get broken, he carried it in his 
hands a considerable part of the way, and on 
more than one occasion during the fatiguing 
passage triumphed over a strong desire 
to refresh himself with its contents. On 
arriving at the Capital he sent the Con- 
stantia” with a sketch of its history to the 
President, A few days after this a nd 
diplomatic dinner was given at the White 
House,” and Mr. Clay, among others, had an 
invitation and attended ter the cloth was

Clay felt as if he 
should sink to the floor with mortification, 
but keeping his countenance, answered: Well, 
1 don’t know byt it does so, I should rather 
think that it did—but we call this excellent 
wine in Kentucky :” and ar the matter passed 
off With some merriment, On his return to his 
family, Clay reiated the circumstances, when 
one of his boys spoke out: Oh, father, I can 
tell you how it happened. Tom and I were 
down in the cellar one day in search of some- 
thing to drink, when Tom took up the bottle 
mother had laid awav, and befor knowing what 
it was, drank off its contents, Fearing a 
discovery, we filled it up with a bottle of 
whisky we found ther®, and laid it aside again.” 
Thus was the whisky taste discovered by Mr. 
Wirt satisfactorily accounted for. Such were 
the incidents attending the first bottle, gg 
of American Constantia, orrather whisky; that 
found its way eves the Alleghanies from the 
banks of the Ohio.

The workmanship is really ex- 
cellent, and each lifeless tableaux tells its own 
story, The scenes are also of a highly moral 
nature, and are intended to warn the subjects 
of the Kingdom of the Flowers against the in- 
evitable consequences of evil and wrong-doing, 
as well as showing how honesty and virtue can 
be rewarded, Interspersed between these pic- 
torial cases are beautiful emblems and orna- 
ments symbolical of the Mongolian faith. At 
the further end of the room numerous battle- 
flags and trophies of war are hanging above 
and about a large table, upon which are pots 
rowing flowers. A narrow doorway near this 
Hower- stand takes the visitor into an adjoin- 
ing room of equal magnificence, but larger — 
portions, at the end of which is a stage, where 
several Chinese musicians discourse discordant 
sounds upon drums, tom-toms and screeching 
fiddles. Around the walls of this room were 
more historical tableaux, andin the center of 
the ceiling hangs a chandelier of intricate and 
beautiful design, which cost nearly $1,000, To 
the left of this room is another, wherein the 
only three Buddhist priests in America offer 
up continued prayers to their gods amid the 
weird rattle of deep-toned drums and hideous 
sound of peculiar reed instrument. The altar 
is gorgeous in green and gold trimmings and 
solid silver dishes, in which offerings of f 
and drink are The atmosphere is 
heavy with incense, and the rising vapors give 
a strange effect to the painted iikenesses of the 
various Buddhist deities which are suspended 
on the walls. The sound of the drums is to at- 
tract the attention of the gods, so that they 
may hear the prayers of the priests to pour 
blessings upon those assembled. Up-stairs is 
the regular Confucius image, or Joss,“ 
above a handsome aliar of gold and silver mag 
nificence. The usual food. offerings are here, 
but, unlike the one below, there are no priesis, 
and all good Mongolians burn their own incense 
and make their own prayers betore the image 
of their god. Arcoull this room are any num- 
ber of elegant designs in wood, covered with 
strange characters, which were given by grate- 
ful Mongo!s whose success in business was due 
to the advice and instructions of Joss. As 
he was passing out the reporter saw a benevo- 
lent and wise-looking old Chinaman sitting ina 
small room, with two or three of his country- 
men bowed before him and listening with at- 
tentive eagerness to the words he was uttering.

L. I., where the men were to prepare their toilets 
vefore entering the ring. The +quared circle was 
to be pitched on the turf, but the weather was such 
as pre uded the possibility of the men fighting out 
doors, an a modification ofthe original pan was 
made. They were to meet in the ring be ween 2 
and 4p. m., but at the latter hour Burgess had not 
appeared and his friends lost heart. Butler 
was on hand eager for the fray. Much 
betting had deen indulred in prior to 
the announcement that Burgesss had not app ared 
himself. and when ano‘e was received from bim 


stating he would not meet Butler. his Dackers were 
thunderstruck. They were wild wth r:ge and 
hitter.y denounced him for causing them a tramp 
over many mile of rough road in the pouring rain, 
Burgess had one friend, however, who was stead- 
fast. He is Paddy Brannon of East New York. 
He ioudly asser ed tnat Burgess would show up on 
tune, or that if he did no, tuat he, Brannon, would 
take his piace. Tue hour named for the meeti g 
passed and the crowd became _ clamorous 
for a fight. Tie men who had patronized 
the bar treely demanded that some one 
s ould meet Butler. The latter was as 
anxous for a fi ht as any body. and 
deciared his intention of fighting the first man who 
ihought himseif capable of standing a pounding. 
Brannon asseried he could whip Butier the or any 
ober time with gloves or without, or for mo wy or 
fun. He is talier and heavier than Butler, but the 
latter piucxiuy said he would fight Brannon fora 
purse then and there. Brannon agreed, and 
witnin fifteen minutes a purse of nearly $100 
was raised. Thenthe men agreed on Marquis of 
Queensberry u es and sought out a ba tle- ground. 
ibe turf in tue neighborho d was too vet and 
muddy for flauteng. and a covered inclosure was 
sought. I is was found about four miles from 
Jamaica. A tramp over plowed fle ds, ditches and 
drains through the pelting rain brou-bt the crowd 
to the ring side. The ring was pitch d im an 
unused warn on the farm of a wel known Wall 
stree. bro.er. When the ring side was reached 
every Man was wei through to the skin and cov- 
ered with mud froin heeis to waistband.

It cut tne te 
aud drew first bool. and then with Sullivan ixe 
rushes he drove Brannou before him. hammering 
bins with rigatand .eft until „ clinch ensued, Ia 
the ove Branvon rece.ved a sharp right-hander 
under Che jaw tiat sent him to tue floor iu a heap. 
When he rose Butler again planied heavy rignt 
and left-handed biows unti ne again sent Brannon 
down, The crowd was wid with excitement, and 
to avoid tr ue the referee ordered tue men to the.r 
corners.

THE SECOND ROUND. 

In the second und Buller did some of the fast. 
est and fiercest figuting ever seen. He used Bran- 
non as a playtumg and fairly knocked nim about as 
a wi.irlwind tosses bricks from ch mney tops, The 
excitement was intense and the crowd, becoming 
infuriaied by the maddening sight before them 
ucted like wid men. In one minue aod a half 
Butler had knoc.ed Brannon down twelve times 
The latter was now bieedinz profusely, and was 
half dazed by the punisnment he had received. 

THIRD ROUND.
